CRIMINALS SELDOM CHANGE 


seem to Stick to One Lin^of Crime, 


No Matter How Often They 


Are Caught. 


"Criminals seem to be the strongest 


kind of fatalists," remarked Judge- Nefl.', 
of Pittsburg. recently. Judge NeiT is 
widely known as an authority on crim- 
inology, and his long experience as 
prosecutor, judge and. lawyer has given 
him unusual opportunity of studying 
scientifically the causes and character- 
istics of crime. 


"I have noticed that. when, a criminal 


is arrested after finishing one sentence, 
the second charge is generally the result 
of a crime almost exactly the same as 
tha one which first gowhim into trouble. 
It seems like a strange kind of fatality. 
I've known instances where one crim- 
inal lias been arrested snd. punished five 
or six times on charges exactly 
th<* 


same. 


"What makes them do it? I'm not sure 


I can explain It satisfactorily, but 
I 


know it to be the case. It has occurred 
to me. and possibly this is the-simplest 
explanation, that the reason for a crim- 
inal adhering strictly to one line of 
worlc, is the same as the fascination 
which holds a gambler to a table al- 
though luck Is against him. 


"Each failure or ?ach loss shows the- 


victim a point which he ha» hitherto 
been ignorant of, and it is easy to con- 
vince himself that next time he will 
escape that mistake. 


"And so it goes. Ever the next time, 


just one more chance, and then another, 
ever confident that the luck must 
change and that each turn cf the wheel 
loaves him just 
that 
much better 


equipped and that mirch more lively to 
v.'in. finally. Then, there is the despera- 
tion, the unconscious and gritty deter- 
mination to make- a success of the thing. 


"I£ he fail, and is arrested, convicted 


and punished, ihe process of the law 
•simply goes to show him wherein his 
first job was bungling and poorly car- 
ried out. The fii'st feeling of resigna- 
tion that folicws the bitterness of pun- 
ishment is when he Ulls himself that 
next time he will not repeat ihe error 
which led to his. detection on the present 
occasion. No sooner is he out of the 
penitentiary than he essays again to try 
his luck, this Urns carefully avoiding 
the mistake which first brought him 
to grief. 


"It is a woll-known fact that no crim- 


inal, no maiter how expert or how dar- 
ing, can cover up all his tracks. The 
very best of-them will leave at least one 
loophole, will commit at least one er- 
ror which eventually fastens the guilt 
on him. 'The poorer criminals leave 
clews according to their skill or cx- 
.pcricnco. So our imaginary crook, the 
second time he plans a job, while ho 
carefully avoids a repetition of his first 
error, is almost sure to make some other 
or.». And so on, each succeeding crime 
and detection pointing out to-him the 
lines of his weakness, so that he is ir- 
resistibly led onward to his destruc- 
tion."
